President Roosevelt said in a 
message that there was “no better 
tribute we can hold out to our

“The Dumbarton Oaks confer 
ence was a step in this direction. 


“Other steps will be taken,” con-‘ 
tinued the message. “In line with 
this objective such meetings as 
you are holding in Madison

ance and value.”

Draja Mihailovic, Chetnik leader 
who once was King Peter's war 
minister, fled in his underwear 
recently to, escape capture by 
Marshal Tito’s national army of 


liberation at Valievo, a member 
of the Yugoslav government-in- 
exile said today. 

“Mihailovic apparently was s0 
surprised when Tito’s forces en- 
tered Valejo that he didn’t have 
time to put on his trousers,” said 
Dr. Stroyan Gavrilovic, Yugoslav 
undersecretary of state for for- 
eign affairs. “He dived out of a 
window in his underwear and fled 
into the night. In his rooms Pa- 
triot fighters found all his papers 
and personal belongings, and his 
trousers were hanging on a 
chair.” 

Gavrilovie also reported that 
Mihailovic’s wife, whom the Po- 
lish government-in-exile reported 
had died ih a concentration camp 
in Poland, was in Belgrade, where 
he said she had been “quite nice 
ly looked after by the Germans.” 

Gavrilovic said Mihailovic’s 


Chetnik forces had been complete- 
ly routed and broken by Tito’s 
forces. 

“Mihailovic,” he asserted,” is a 
general without an army. Ye is all 
alone, hiding and prolonging his 
fate, We believe he made an at- 
tempt to leave the country and 
seek safety in Italy. It appears, 
however, that the Germans, get- 
ting all they could out of him, 
have now abandoned him and 
will let him get out the best way 
he can.”

Byrnes Threatens 
‘Drastic Action’ 
On War Scarcity 


* WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—(4)— 

War Mobilization Director James 
F. Byrnes tonight ordered four 
government agencies to concen- 
trate on ending critical shortages 
of some war materials and weap- 
ons which if continued might pro- 
long the war. 

Byrnes said that if necessary to 
overcome these lags he would take 
“drastic action” and disclosed that 
one suggestion he has received .is 
that he should “completely sus- 
pend resumption of production of 
civilian supplies.” 

But in a letter to war procure- 
ment agencies he said he had de- 
cided to defer “such drastic action 
for a reasonable time” in hope the 
deficiencies could be ended with- 
out it. 

“Much of the manpower trouble 
is due to the mistaken belief on 
the part of some people that the 
war is about over,” Byrnes said 
in releasing his letter. “Two hun- 
dred thousand additional able- 
bodied men, willing to do hard 
work, could break the bottleneck 
in the critical programs &nd short- 
en the war.” 

Dispatches from the European 
front have disclosed that Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower has had to 
“ration” heavy artillery ammuni- 
tion to the armies under his com- 
mand. 

Byrnes listed the lagging criti- 
cal programs as heavy bombers, 
heavy artillery and heavy ammu- 
nition, heavy trucks and tires, as- 
sault transports and assault cargo 
ships, repair and maintenance 
spare parts, particularly for the 
fleet: cotton duck and radar 


equipment.

No-Billing Gambling Charge 
Brings Rebuke to Grand Jury

MARIETTA, Ga., Nov. 16.—After a turbulent session, during 
which it no-billed an indictment against eight prominent citizens of’ 
this county on charges of gambling, the Cobb county grand jury 
passed into history today with a denunciation from Judge J. H 


Hawkins ringing in its ears. 

In asserting that the grand jur- 
ors had shown partiality in the ad- 
ministration of the law, Judge 
Hawkins scored the members of 
that body for their failure to re- 
turn an indictment against ex- 
Warden Eli Garrison and seven 
other Cobb county. men. 

“If you will examine the dock- | 
ets you will find that during. the 
year quite a number of the colored 
race ve arrested charged 
with the offense of gambling, and 
who have pleaded guilty and paid 
fines,” said Judge Hawkins. “If 
some of. our citizens are to escape 
prosecution for an offense of that 
sort and others are to pay the 
penalty for it, then we do not have 
equal protection of the law, and I 
am unable to carry out my oath to 
deal fairly and impartially with 
the rich and the. poor, and do 
equal justice among all citizens. 

“If some of the people who are 
guilty of a violation of the law are 
not to be punished, then I have to 
feel that others guilty of the same 
offense should not be punished. If 
it were within my power I would 
feel like we should.revoke the sen- 
tences which I imposed upon those 
citizens who pleaded guilty, and 
who were arrested about the same

Japs Face Slaughter 
Or Evacuation by Sea; 
Limon Hold Tightens 


By The Associated Press. 
The bloody battle of Leyte is- 
land slowly approached a final 


showdown today with the desper- 
ate Japanese facing equally des- 
perate alternatives—liquidation 
within the Ormoc trap or an at- 
tempt to evacuate by sea under 
hheavy American aerial attack. 

Today’s headquarters communi- 
que said elements of two Ameri- 
can divisions, fighting through 
heavy tropical rains, tightened 
their hold in the Limon sector on 
the northern end of the Ormoc 
corridor. Other Yanks secured 
their mountain positions to the 
southeast as airmen cleaned out 
scattered enemy parties in the 
rugged country. 

American artillery continued to 
hammer the entire corridor where 
the Japanese poured in an esti- 
mated 45,000 fresh troops to re- 
place their liquidated original gar- 
rison two weeks ago.

The Japanese reinforced port of 
Ormoc was battered by fighter 
planes. They sank more than 30 
barges. Other airmen destroyed 
dozens of Japanese vehicles in a 
motor park at Valencia on the

As front line reports 
lessening of Japanese 
on western Leyte under pressure 
by determined, hard - fighting 
American liberation forces, Gen.

Soil and Soul Conservation 


District supervisors of the Georgia As- 
sociation of Soil Conservation heard an 
extremely novel—but by no méans illogi- 
cal—approach to their problems on yes- 
terday. 


The supervisors, in annual convention 
here assembled, heard Dr. T. S. Buie, of 
Spartanburg, S. C., cite facts and figures 
to bear out his contention that rural 
churches grow and prosper in indirect pro- 
portion to’soil erosion in the areas which 
they serve. 


Dr. Buie has made a comprehensive 
analysis of 222 rural church communities 
in South Carolina. He determined that, 
wheré soil conservation was practiced and 


erosion consequently light, churches re- 
ceived annual contributions up to twice 
as much as those in communities where 
erosion continued and the topsoil was 
depleted. 


This is not to recommend that préach- 
ers in rural churches take soil. conserva- 
tion as their text—although, in truth, they 
could do worse. This is merely to say that 
Dr. Buie has put in very appealing form 
a fact which progressive agricultural lead- 
ers have known all along: That the whole 
community’s prosperity is directly tied up 
with the farmer’s and that sound farm 
practice must include a continuing effort 
to rebuild and conserve the land. 


Justice Byrnes Will Continue To Serve 


The senate on yesterday confirmed the 
nomination of James F. Byrnes for an 
additional two-year term as director of 
War Mobilization and Reconversion. _ 


Approval was unanimous. It came on 
the heels of Sen. George's request that the 
senate waive customary committee con- 
sideration of the appointment and act at 
ence. In doing so, Georgia’s senior senator 
praiseds his former colleague from the 
neighboring state of South Carolina, de- 
claring Byrnes’ familiarity with the prob- 
lems at hand was so great no formal 
discussion was needed. . 


There was, of course, never any doubt 
that the senate would approve the appoint- 
ment. But there was real doubt that 
’ Byrnes would accept a re-appointment. 
Once before the President has prevailed 
upon the former Supreme Court justice 


to abandon plans to return to private life. 
The fact that he once again has réconsid- 
ered and agreed to remain in the post, at 
least until V-E Day, is a ceal measure of 
Byrnes’ patriotism. 


“In view of the importance of continu- 
ing the winning of the war at top speed, 
and at the personal request of the Presi- 
dent, Mr. Justice Byrnes has consented to 
continue as the director of the Office of 
War Mobilization until the elimination of 
Germany from the war” read the White 
House statement announcing the news. 
“The President is very much gratified by 
the willingness of Justice Byrnes to do 
this, and the work of the office will, there- 
fore, continue as at present.” 


Justice Byrnes’ continued sérvice rep- 
resents a real sacrifice. And the Ameri- 


can.people are neither unmindful nor un-— 


appreciative of it.

Let us all be amateur detectives and

| Something has happened to Hitler, even if it 

be no more than his retirement by the Nazi party as it prepares 
for some sort of peace agreement. 

Whatever has happened is not good for the Nazis. The Allied 
campaign we now are seeing, and reading and hearing, \s a clever 
one. he German people heard about it and became so curious 
the Nazi radio had to issue an official denial that anything was 
wrong. 

But the rumors persist. The fear and curiosity of the German 
people will persist. The Allied propagandists know this and we 
may expect more and bigger Hitler rumors until, finally, the dis- 
tressed Germans must come clean with the truth, or at least some- 
thing approximating it. . 

If. Hitler has some ailment we have some little evidence on 
which to proceéd. It is known that six or seven years ago he under- 
went an operation for the removal of a tumor on his larynx. It 
was said to be, and probably was, benign. 

Among the recent reports were several saying he had had 
another throat operation. Hitler subjected his vocal chords to 
great abuse. He screamed and ranted, putting great strain on hem. 
Throat trouble is probable, 

The evidence would indicate one or two things has happened. 
He has had another tumor removed or a cancerous condition of the 
larynx was discovered and it was removed. If the latter is true, 
he will never speak again. On the basis of what is known, this 
conclusion would seem probable. 


We also know he has a paranoia. The strain of war and his 
own illness would aggravate that condition. 


Sométhing has happened to him. We will flood the world, and 
Germany, with so much discussion the Nazis finally will have to act. 


Strange Fish 


strange fish. 

Among those brought to the surface in Germany was Heinrich 
Himmler, now reported “in charge” of the Nazi party. One of the 
“worst” men in contemporary history, he merits examination. 


The record shows him to have been born in Munich in 1900. 
He belonged to the same gang of nationalist guerrilla fighters as 
Goering, Hess, Streicher and others about Hitler. Like them, he 
was in the “beer-hall putsch”-of 1923. He was first leader of 
Hitler’s SS troops and in 1934 became chief of the political police, 
the Gestapo. As such he has become the most sinister and feared 
figure in Germany. Ironically, he wears pinch-nose glassés and 
looks like a mild school teacher. 


The political police arrest people. The SS troops guard them. 
The SS troops are the picked forces. They must be a certain 
height (at least six feet), of satisfactory appearance, must live 
under stricter discipline than other troops, may not marry until 
the bride and her parents are submitted to Himmler’s office for 
examination by the eugenics bureau. This bureau must certify 
as to health, Aryan qualities and potential motherhood. 


Himmler is, therefore, head of the police which arrest, without 
warrant, and head of the guards. He also may décree the death 
penalty. He is policeman, guard, judge, executioner. He is not 
résponsible to the civil authorities of the party. 


When any nation undergoes a great, convulsive 
revolution, there are brought to the surface many 


Decrees It is of more than passing interest that he has come 

to the top in the present crisis in Germany. He and 
Goering never liked each other. He and Goebbels did. Goebbels 
is active. Goéring is not in evidence. 

Himmler knows the old army, depleted but still an influence, 
Hence, the German report that he 
has ordéred any soldier to shoot any other soldier, OR OFFICER, 
who may talk of surrender or seek to bring it about. This au- 
thority given soldiers to execute their own officers is a most signifi- 
cant, and typical, Himmler decree. 

This, out of a welter of rumors, rings true. 

The German radio almost daily reveals some intimate German 
feeling. Obviously, if Himmler were not in fear of a surrender 
by some of the officers and men, he would not be issuing decreés 
against it. 

If the leaders were not fearful about accepting defeat, they 
would not be making so many hysterical pleas to the people to 
resist defeat and would not swear never to accept it. 

Defeat, and appeals to resist, are almost daily subjects. Himm- 

ler’s orders have behind their defiant bluster and their cold threats, 
the fatal taint of despair. 
. The German soldier still is a great soldier. He still is well 
equipped and supplied, testimony to the great preparation, organi- 
zation, and staff work in the years when the Germans were set- 
ting up their war machine. 

But as yet there is no reason to dispute the statement by Gen. 
Eisenhower that a military vacuum exists behind the German front. 
Once it is pierced we can move rapidly. That is what we hope to 
do, and what the Germans fear we may do, this winter.

The appeal, by proxy, of Adolf Hitler Sunday 
Tilton Gazette 7h gbpetl Py, Proxy, of Adolt Hitle to keep 
the Allied forces out of Germany brings new speculation as to what 
has happened to the Fuehrer—whether he is dead, very ill, or has 
fled Germany for a haven somewhere else in the world. 
The mysterious silence of der. Fuehrer since 
Savannah News the assassination attempt against him July 20 
has the world guessing, and speculation regarding his status runs 
— the supposition that he is dead to the belief that he has gone 
ane. d 
The Hitler speech purported to have been read by — 
Himmler yesterday prompts the suspicion that Hitler had nothi 
to do with it and that it is a desperate attempt to bolster the 
waning morale of the German people and of the Gérman army. 
William Brown, a prominens British psychologist, is quoted in 
the London Daily Mail as suggesting that ‘the Fuehrer may now 
be approaching the final phase of his mental sickness,” whatever 


that may be. . 

; ; mr It can 6nly be concluded that 
Richmond Times Dispatch Hitler has either fled to Japan, 
Argentina or some other haven in a submarine or a long-distance 
plane; that he is physically or mentally ill, or that he-is dead. The 
American Broadcasting Station in Europe says that “Hitler is not 
now mentioned in the German press,” and that “not even pictures 
taken by his bpp arse photographer, Hoffman, appear.” Himmler, 
the brutal and inhuman head of the Gestapo, is being played up 
more and more in the newspapers of the Reich, with the result 
that the German people, and all other peoples, naturally’ wonder 
what can have happened to the man who was supposed to be the 
center of everything in Germany. Something serious has hap- 
pened to him; that is virtually certain. 


. ° If Hitler is incapacitated or dead, his 
Birmingham News immediate associates conceivably would 
be acting along the lines that now are being followed. They would 
not want their regime to suffer the heavy additional shock that it 
would unquestionably réceive if the German people learned that 
the man in whom they had placed so much faith was done for. So 
they might conceal the real story in the hope that by doing so 
they might postpone the reckoning which is coming to them, 

. All of us, of course, have a vivid interest

of Patton's men battling through the snow and slush of western 
Germany to draw the noose tighter—we naturally hope for some 
collapse on the German home front which would make victory more 
swift.

WASHINGTON.—Looking backward at the 
election with a calm not permitted during the 
oe heat of the campaign, it never did make sense 
that the American people would unseat a war president who, at a 
time of world crisis, was leading the nation onward in a series of 
military triumphs as great as the country could ask for. 
The wonder is, not that Gov. Dewey was defeated, but that he 
polled as many votes as he. did. i 
Even a more mature and stronger candidate than the New York 
governor would have been destined to the same failure under the 
circumstances. 


With ali.of the fear the American people may have of a fourth * 


term and the vesting of too much power in one party for too long, 
thesé forcés within themselves were still not strong enough to over- 
throw a chief executive who was acknowledged to be doing a 
good job. 

It would have been like throwing‘out Gen. Marshall or Gen. 
Eisenhower simply because another military clique in the Army 
desired to have their own men in key places. 

The American people are traditionally opposed to such a pre 
cedure. Rarely at a time of crisis is a man cast out of office hier 
hé is récognized to be serving as efficiently as the country has a 
right to expect. 

And whatever else may be said of Mr. Roosevelt, no one can 
challenge the statement that he has given the nation as sound a 
leadership in the conduct of the war as anyone would have. 

The test of that leadership is the measure of what has been 
accomplished. Not only was the President right in forewarning 
us of the events leading up to Pearl Harbor, but since then he 
has spearheaded the marshaling of the greatest productive and 
military force ever known in history. 

After two and a half years we have finally reached the crest 
of our power and we can look beyond to a certain victory in the 
near future. Credit for this great achievement of necessity goes 
to the President. .It was he who picked the men for key places 
in the huge industrial machine that had to be geared for war pur- 
poses. And it was he who selected the military commanders who 
were to lead our forces in the various war theaters. 

These were no easy tasks. Men of lesser vision might easily 
have failed. b 

From near 12 years in the White House the Président naturally 
has a grasp of the intricacies of government that would take an 
outside man years to acquire. Moreover, Mr. Roosevelt has estab- 
lished intimate _pe contacts with Allied governing heads 
which give him a far greater degreé of usefulness. than a new man 
could possess.

Conceding that he has acted with sound judgment in the war 
decisions he has had to make, it is not necessary to go beyond 
these two points in admitting that he is far better qualified for 
the presidency than Gov. Dewey, a man with only two years’ 
executive experience. 

Those are the factors which made the President's re-election 
apparent from the start. The clamor of the opposition deceived 
many people into believing that the Republican candidate had a 
chance to win. 

But those who were able to shut out the noisé and consider the 
facts calmly were never in doubt. It simply did not make sense 
any other way. 

Gov. Dewey made some mistakes in the campaign which prob- 
ably cost him important support ong the mass of independent 
voters.

Fourth New Deal 
Is Shaping Up 


WASHINGTON.—What might be called “The 
Fourth New Deal” is shaping up here in admin- 
istration and congressional plans. 

It is not a definite design, all in one piece, but is made up of 
mumerous measures, some sponsored by the administration, some 
originating in congress without specific administration backing, some 
with support from both parties. None is brand new. 


Some go back to earlier New 
Deal measures, as complements, 
such as extension of social secur- 
ity to cover an additional 20,000,- 
000 persons, coupled with compre- 
hensive and controversial provi- 
sions for expanding federal assist- 
ance for medical care. In the same 
early New Deal on is en 

roposed expansion seven other 
ae systems of the TVA-type 
regional development for irriga- 
tion, navigation and electric power 
in a giant national plan for con- 
servation and effective use of 
water resources, as well as human 
resources. 

Another phase, largely directed 
to the south, is embodied in the 
bill for federal aid to education 
to supplement meager local school 
tax revenues. Still another, ex- 
clusively for the south, is the bill 
to abolish poll taxes in election of 
federal officials and thus begin to 
extend real democracy to eight 
states which still impose such re- 
strictions on the ballot. 

All of these measures make up 
a broad field of further reform in 
elaboration of the New Deal. This 
program has been given impetus 
by the reelection of President 

t and renewed emphasis 
on the New Deal, and particularly 
by the part played by labor in 
that election. For labor has mani- 
fested keen and active interest 
in this expansion of New Deal 
philosophy. - 

It is therefore natural to expect, 
in the next congress, another 
renaissance along the domestic 
front akin to that of the early 
years of the New Deal, especially 
after the war is over. Sponsors 
of these measures will start the 
spadework in the new -congress 
opening in January. They look 
for increased public support at the 
end of the war. For the return 
of servicemen will stress the need 
of an expanding economy to pro- 
vide —, employment op- 


es. 

Industry can not do the whole 
job. New frontiers, for example, 
were opened up by TVA in the 
Tennessee valley. They can be 
opened up by similar develop- 
ments in the seven other great 
watersheds, through irrigation to

President Roosevelt has just re- 
stated his strong support for the 
first of these other river-system 
developments, that proposed for 
the great Missouri watershed. He 
favors a Missouri river authority, 
Similar to TVA, rather than de- 
velopment through co-operation 
of two government agencies, the 
Irrigation and Reclamation Bu- 
reau and the Army Engineers, 
which has been worked out at 
the capitol as a means of staving 
off the independent authority. Its 
proponents will seek to amend a 
pending rivers and harbors bill 
to this effect. 

In pressing for an extension of 
social security, its sponsors will 
have henceforth the effect of the 
backing given by Gov. 
who stopped short, however, at 
the federal medical-aid features of 
the pending bill which have been 
denounced by medical associations 
as “socialized medicine.” 

Highly controversial also is the 
bill for federal aid for education 
which provides for $200,000,000 for 
war emergency payment of teach- 
ers’ salaries and $100,000,000 for 
distribution among the states to be 
spent under their control. An ag- 
gressive advocate of this measure, 
Dr, Frank Graham, president of 
the University of North Carolina, 
who has been on duty here with 
the War Labor Board, defended 
this measure as constitutional in 
a recent speech here, and urged 
it as essential to help the south, 
with its limited resources, to edu- 
cate its children. - 

Poll tax repeal is a perennial in 
congress, hitherto blocked by 
southern members. It has the 
backing of CIO, which is getting 
stronger in the south. The cam- 
paign still is going on concurrent- 
ly also in southern legislatures for 
repeal by the states. The cam- 
paign for the federal repeal bill, 
which would affect only voting for 
federal officials, has been drama- 
tized by Jennings Perry, editor, 
Nashville Tennesseean, in his re- 
cent book, “Democracy Begins at 
Home,” on the fight in Tennessee 
which showed how Boss Ed 
Crump, of Memphis, effectually 
nullified legislative action in Ten- 
nessee through the state supreme 
court.

Immigration 
Unlimited? 


NEW YORK—This presidential 
campaign evoked a lot of taik 
about prejudice against immi- 
grants, as such, but it seemed to 
me that the talk far exceeded the 
prejudice, itself. However, it 
should be plain to anyone who 
knows our history and native tem- 
perament, that if this aggravating 
and, often insulting propaganda 
continues, we are likely to have 
a revival, with variations, of the 
old know-nothing movement in 
our politics. 

The most dangerous irritation 
of the tolerant and generous na- 
tive American occurs when he is 
accused of Hitlerian racism and 
bigotry. because he has been alarm- 
ed by the aggressiveness and dis- 
proportionate political influence of 
men and women who came to 
this country for asylum from per- 
secution and, from their ‘arrival, 
back before the first World War, 


took to the soap-box to preach 


revolution and the substitution of 
European theories of government 
for the one which saved their 
lives. 

The political objectives of most 
of these pushful persons lie off to 
the left, extending as far as Com- 
munism. It has not been reas- 
suring to find President Roosevelt 
more considerate of them than of 
many native Americans who were 
fighting in France‘ while - they 
were hollering revolution in bro- 
ken English around Union Square

After all, this is our country, 
not the property of every unfor- 
tunate or merely disagreeable Eu- 
ropean who wants to come here. 
Our present roster of citizens re- 
tain the right to establish qualifi- 
cations for immigration and, if the 
situation seems appropriate, to 
shut off immigration altogether 
until further notice. 

The prospective immigrant, the 
European who merely desires to 
come here, has absolutely no rights 
in the matter so no right has been 
violated if he is denied admit- 
tance. 

Every other country has more 
or less similar rules and, in most 
of them, the qualifications and 
laws governing naturalization are 
much more exclusive than ours. 

Russia, in particular, is extreme- 
ly choosey and, no American ad- 
mitted to Russia, whether as a 
visitor or an immigrant, would be 
allowed to get up on a soap-box 
outside the Kremlin and preach 
the American capitalistic and two- 
party system. They would just 
take him out and shoot him. Yet 
that is the system which the most 
intimate political associates of 
Sidney Hillman and many of the 
close partisans of the President 
and Mrs, Roosevelt would like to 
establish here. 

So it isn’t Fascism or racism to 


suggest that, until things settle 


down and we are able to adjust 
our differences between ourselves, 
the plush rope be stretched across 
the. Battery and the Golden Gate, 
supporting a polite sign reading: 
“Full Up.” It isn’t even nativism 
to suggest this because the present 
roster of Americans who would 
have no right to make the decision 
includes millions of immigrants 
who got in under the wire, so to 
speak. 

A good reason to consider this 
idea seriously and without hatred, 
but certainly with skepticism, is 
that Europe has been crazy for 
the last decade or two, the time 
varying with the geographical 


area. 

Incidentally, however, while 
they are executing individual 
Frenchmen and degrading women 
by shaving their heads, in some 
of the latter cases without any 
form of trial that Americans 
would recognize as justice, De 
Gaulle has readmitted to France 
the chief of the Communist con- 
spiracy against the republic, and 
there has been no word of the 
execution of any Communist who 
slit the throat of France in 1940, 


while Hitler and Stalin were al-' 


lies; and for that very reason. 

It is not un-American to pro- 
pose that we select our immigrants 
with an eye to our own benefit 
with a preference for, say, car- 
penters or common laborers or 
mechanics, although, of course, 
our craft union politicians would 
set up a howl against that. We 
have barred certain Asiatic races 
for many years and will continue 
to bar some of them for years to 
come. 

Yet, those who are so angrily 
concerned over the rights of the 
foreign-born never object to that 
discrimination but would cry 
bigotry if we should decide to 
admit immigrants from some areas 
of Europe and exclude applicants 
from others, even though Wood- 
row Wilson and William Allen 
White, two of the favorite prophets 
of this propaganda, emphatically 
urged such discrimination. And I 


believe the most glamorous of!) 


them would agree just now, that 
the Germans should be entirely 
excluded until at léast a genera- 
tion of them have had some treat- 
ment for ideological de-contami- 
nation. By that time, presumably, 
they would be good “Communists 
and acceptable. . 

It is no refutation of all this to 
point out that some immigrants 
have fought in this country’s wars 
and have contributed to the 
building of the nation. The fact 
remains that any mass or quota 
immigration today or soon after 
the war undoubtedly would bring 
us Communists and Fascists and 
more Communists than Fascists. 
In Europe, when this ends, most 
of the Fascists will turn to Com- 
munism or turn back to it, having 
been Communists before. 

And certainly, reviewing Hill- 
man’s associates in the Political 
Action Committee, and Roosevelt’s 
association with Hillman and his 
tolerance and generosity to Com- 
munists, no native American be- 
liever in our economy and politics 
can be called a bigot for feeling 
apprehensive about renewed large 
European immigration. 

What about the rights of the 
native-born?

Jap War Given 
High. Priority 
By Churchill 


LONDON, Nov. 16.—(UP)— 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
pledged today that the war against 
Japan would have first call on 
British efforts after the defeat of 
Germany. 

Next priority on British man- 
power and materials will be de- 
voted to reconstruction of war- 
ravaged areas, the resumption of 
production for civiljans and the 
restoration of Britain’s export 
trade, he said. He warned Britons 
that until Japan is defeated there 
could be little lifting of wartime 
controls and restrictions. 


Churchill’s statement, dealing 
with the interim between the de- 
feat of Germany and the end of 
the war in the Pacific, was made 
in the house of commons in reply 
to a formal question by Sir Ed- 
Conservative mem- 
ber. A few hours later a govern- 
ment white paper was issued deal- 
ing with the allocation of man- 
power to the armed forces and to 
various industries during this pe- 
riod, and Labor Minister Ernest 
Bevin reiterated and amplified the 
prime minister’s announcement, 

Far from yielding to pressure 
for speedy termination of wartime 
controls as soon as the war with 
Germany ends, Churchill told the 
house bluntly that “until Japan is 
defeated the war must have first 
call on all our efforts.” He added 
that orderly transition from war to 
peace required the continued main- 
tenance of many irksome controls, 
re compulsory direction of 
labor.

DEATH STALKS 


Police Told 
ToBearDown 
On Accidents

Concerned over the increase in 
traffic deaths, city council's police 
committee has ordered Police 
Chief Hornsby to bear down on 
enforcement in a new effort to 
curb fatalities and reduce acci- 
dents. 

Meeting last night at the police 
station, committee members, led 
by Alderman Ed A. Gilliam, en- 
gaged in a survey of accidents and 
ended their discussion by urging 
that every available facility be 
brenght into play to reduce haz- 
ards. 

nornsby told committee mem- 
bers that 37 persons have met 
death in Atlanta thus far this year 
as a result of traffic accidents, and 
that 19 of the dead were pedes- 
trians. This compares with 33 fa- 
talities for the entire year 1943. 

Drivers and pedestrians alike 
will feel the sting of law enforce- 
ment officers if the department 
responds to the orders which 
Hornsby will issue. There was par- 
ticular criticism that pedestrians 
refuse to observe the red lights of 
the synchronized traffic signal 
system, and that jaywalking is the 
rule rather than the exception in 
many parts of the congested area. 

Hornsby said that, although traf- 
fic deaths have increased in At- 
lanta in recent months, the city 
stands seventh at this time among 
47 other cities of the nation in At- 
lanta’s population class, accord- 
ing to reports of the National Safe- 
ty Council.

DIAGNOSIS 

It might be better to ask what 
God would doubtless think of such 
egotistical and juvenile feuding 
oven which church has a monopoly 
of the keys of heaven. 

There is unquestionably a dis- 
tinct difference between the vari- 
ous religions of the world, Jesus 
has stood for the importance of 
man, whether he be rich or poor, 
prominent or inconspicuous, 

So Jesus has produced a differ- 
ent type of civilization than has 
the Hindoo religion, 
caste system and poverty have 
gone along for centuries holding 
hapless individuals in eternal mis- 
ery and hopelessness. 

The Shinto religion of Japan has 
likewise not been able to compare 
with the ethics of Jesus, who 
preached no racial prejudice and 
indicted church organizations for 
trying to make the church supe- 
rior to mankind. 

“The Sabbath was made for 
man; not man for the Sabbath,” 
Christ caustically exclaimed in 


condemning the High Priests for 
their emphasis on “form” ‘versus 
“substance.” 

Even the wise pronouncements 
of Confucius and his own exem- 
plary life have never been able 
to engender the humanitarian 
work of the Y. M. C. A. or Red 
Cross, the Salvation Army and 
other uplifting societies of Chris- 
tianity. Jesus put a heart into 
ethics and never intended his fol- 
lowers to forget his fundamentals. 

So when sects within Christian- 
ity try to lay a monopolistic claim 
to Jesus or His Sermon on the 
Mount, you can immediately tell 
them to go back and read their 
New Testament. 


CHURCH FEUDS 

Even while Jesus was on earth, 
however, His apostles began to 
quarrel over matters of prece- 
dence, arguing as to who could sit 
on Christ's right hand in the world 
to come. 

And when His apostles found 
others doing good and healing the 
sick in Christ’s name, they came 
to Him as tattle tales, thinking He 
would damn such preachers as im- 
postors. They wanted to establish 
a religious monopoly then and 
there and establish a Christian 
“one and only,” church. 

But what did Jesus do? He 
recognized their selfish egotism 
and made no attempt whatever to 
curb the development of different

‘church groups, as long as the lat- 
‘ter were based on His Golden 
‘Rule. 

Jesus was too democratic and 
‘unselfish ever to let any sect mo- 
‘nopolize Him. He had the proper 
scientific viewpoint as represent- 
ed by modern medical discoveries. 

When Dr. Banting discovered 
insulin, for example, he didn’t 
limit its use to a privileged few 
doctors of his own fraternity or 
college.

Sally Tells How To Prepare 


Delicious Thanksgiving Menu 


By SALLY SAVER. 

Once again we seem to be well mixed up about Thanksgiving; 
some are going to celebrate the fourth, some the last Thursday. 
Personally, I don’t care on which day we have our turkey dinner, 
but I wish fervently that we'd get straightened out and all have 


it the same day. 

This way I have two dinners 
sometimes, or, as was the case 
one year, I didn’t get any at all, 
for I went to Alabama on Geor- 
gia’s Thanksgiving Day, to find 
theirs didn’t come until the fol- 
lowing week. You ‘see what I 
mean. 

Whatever day you're having 
your dinner chances are you'll 
have roast chicken, duck or tur- 
key with’ dressing and the usual 
trimmings. These suggestions are 
designed to help with the feast. 
First the traditional menu:

TO’ ROAST TURKEY 

For best flavor, least shrinkage 
and waste, roast your turkey the 
modern way, uncovered, without 
adding water to the pan, and at 
a steady, moderate heat through- 
out the cooking period. Step by 
step here’s what to do: 

1. When turkey is dressed rub 
inside ‘cavity with salt, 1-8 tea- 
spoon or less to each pound of 
turkey. ) 

2. Place enough dressing in 
neck cavity to fill it and fasten 
skin to back. 

3. Stuff body cavity well, but 
do not pack dressing. 

4. Tie legs close to body, then 
grease bird all over with melted 
fat, (any unsalted fat; salt makes 
skin blister and break.) 

5. Lay in roasting pan on a 
rack preferably, breast down. 

6. Cover with a clean cloth 
moistened with melted fat, set 
oven at 300 to 325 and keep tem- 
perature constant. 

7.-A8s cloth becomes dry sprin- 
kle melted fat over it or baste 
with drippings from the pan 
right through the cloth. 

8. After 1 hour of cooking, cut 
trussing string and when half of 
cookingtime is up turn bird 
breast side up, remove cloth to 
brown,
